For twenty years Mr. Cortelyou has 
been an active member of the Hol- 
stein-FriesianAssociation of America, 
serving on the board of officers the 
greater part of the time. For two 
terms he was honored with the presi- 
dency of the Association. Now at the 
end of a quarter of a century of ac- 
tive effort along Holstein lines, Mr. 
Cortelyou says, and we believe he is 
entitled to say it, ““We have tried to 
give everybody a square deal, and as 
far as we know we never have made 
an enemy of one of our Holstein broth- 
ers. We expect to be able to say the 
same thing as long as it is permitted 
us to stay in the game.” And this 
gives the correct impression of how 
Mr. Cortelyou is regarded by his fel- 
low breeders, and his fellow towns- 
men. 

The Bloomingdale Farm under the 
management of Jacob Reger, is in the 
same class with the upland portions 
of the Finderne Farm, being remark- 
ably fertile, adapted to alfalfa as well 
as corn and other grain. The second 
cutting of alfalfa was right in the

the foundation cow, Clothilde. He was 
followed by other sires of less repu- 
tation until about the time of the St. 
Louis World’s Fair in 1904, when Sar- 
castic Lad attained such prominence. 
Then was made a purchase which has 
had a great influence, not only on the 
Bloomingdale herd but upon many oth- 
er Eastern herds as well. Mention has 
been made of his two dauzhters in 
the Finderne Herd—Finderne Pride 
Johanna Rue (37.27 lb.) and Finderne 
Pietertje Johanna (35.21 lb. at 3 yrs.) 
In addition to these two his 46 A. R. 
O. daughters include Vanity Pauline 
Johanna (33.06 lb) and Betle Nether- 
land Johanna (30.52 lb ) who holds the 
World’s Record for two years’ produc- 
tion of butter. 

Following Johanna Rue 3d’s Lad 
came a sire which has exerted an ev- 
en greater influence on the history of 
the herd and of the breed as a whole.

Hoard’s Dairyman publishes a list of 
books that by the terms of a special 
proposition may be obtained by their 
readers without cost. The list is a 
good one and the thirty odd volumes 
named all deal with topics of practi- 
cal interest to the farmer and dairy- 
man. 

Of practical value to the Holstein 
breeder are certain of these books 
lately added to the World library, 
of which we can make only brief men- 
tion. 

In Dairy Cattle and Milk Produc- 
tion by Prof. Clarence H. Eckler of the 
University of Missouri, an accepted 
authority discusses the origin of do- 
mesticated cattle, describes in separ- 
ate chapters the characteristics of the 
great dairy breeds, deals with such 
practical topics as “Starting a Dairy 
Herd,” “Selection of the Individual 
Cow,” “Selection of the Herd Bull,” 
“The Development of the Dairy Heif- 
er,” and “Feeding for Milk Produc- 
tion,” while the concluding chapter 
has to do with “Common Ailments of 
Cattle.” Prof. Eckler devotes two 
chapters of his interesting book to 
the important subject of calf raising, 
and two chapters also deal with the 
management of dairy cattle. 

Prof. Eckler presents in an interest- 
ing way a vast amount of useful in- 
formation. His book is comprehensive 
in its scope and affords valuable data 
for comparing the different breeds. 

Prof. Wing’s “Milk and its Products,” 
is a book that has been popular among 
students of dairying ever since the 
publication of the first edition seven- 
teen years ago. Prof. Wing describes, 
incidentally the various breeds of 
dairy cattle, but devotes the most of 
his book to the methods of handling 
milk and as stated in his preface “the 
principles underlying modern dairy 
practice.” Prof. Wing writes with the 
assurance of one who knows his sub- 
ject. Therefore, his chapters on Market 
Milk, Certified Milk, Separation of 
Milk, Churning, Finishing and Market- 
ing Butter, Cheese Making and Ice 














Cream are all interesting to the practi- 
cal dairyman. In the revised edition 
just off the press is an appendix con- 
taining useful Rules and Texts, Legal 
Standards for Milk in the Various 
States, etc.

Then pack with gauze 
soaked with iodine, leave for two days 
and repeat as soon as the tissues 
around the sore commence to look as 
though they were healing. Do not 
pack but wash once a day and paint 
sore with clear iodine.
